Volunteers; served under 
General Butler at New Orleans; was discharged August 
14, 1862, for disability. Before Ordination he preached at 
different places in Vermont, New Hampshire, and Mas- 
sachusetts ; was ordained at West Bridgewater, Mass., in 
1867. His pastorates were Oxford, West Bridgewater, 
West Haverhill; and Chicopee, Mass.; Winchester, N. H., 
Afton, N. Y., and Scranton, Pa. He has been over ten 
years in the Paper and Stationery business, at Scranton. 
Their child, Rosa Etta, was born at Scranton, May 13, 
1382. 
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Benjamin Angier, son of James and Keziah Dean, was 
born in Shrewsbury, Mass., November 4, 1838. Graduated 
at Amherst College, in 1862. Studied for the Ministry at 
Princeton, Union, and Andover Theological Seminaries ;

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He enlisted in Company H, 8th Vt. Infantry, January 6, 
1862; served under General Butler in Louisiana; in 
battles Pattersonville and Iron Clad Cotton ; and under 
General Banks in battle at Fort Bisland, expedition against 
Dick Taylor, in western Louisiana ; and in the battles and 
sieges of Port Hudson. 

In Carpenter’s History of the 8th Vt. Regiment, page 
131, we read that here “a canteen was seen lying on the 
flat land in front of the trenches ; and several comrades 
. -..-. . asked who dared to run out and get it. Charles 
A. Dean, a young member of Company H, accepted the 
challenge, and got safely back with the trophy; though 
one of the Confederate shots sent after him cut a hole 
through the tin.” After the war he was employed by 
Chatfield & Woods, Cincinnati, in Paper business, for 
“seven years,—1864 to 1871; in business in Rochester, 
N. Y., as Tower & Dean; Paper and Stationery,— 1871 to 
1875; in partnership with Hollingsworth & Whitney, 
Boston, seven years, Paper and Paper Bags; organized a 
corporation at their death, in 1882; and has managed and 
“conducted their business to this time (1889).

Jefferson “Archibald, son of James and Keziah Dean,

Emmons Fletcher Hyde enlisted in Company I, 
18th Michigan Infantry, December 31, 1863, for three 
years ; captured in action, September 24, 1864; a pris- 
oner of war at Cahaba, Ala., for stx months; mustered 
out of the service at the close of the war at Vicksburg, 
Miss., May 27, 1865 ; graduated at the Law School of Michi- 
gan University, Ann Arbor, Michigan, in the spring of 
1869; admitted to the Bar at Jackson, Mich., same year ; 
graduated at Western Theological Seminary, Allegheny, 
Pa., having completed its three years’ course, in spring of 
1874; ordained and installed Pastor of Fairview Presby- 
terian Church, Thomas, Washington Co., Pa, June, 
1874; continued.there four years; installed Pastor Cross 
Roads: Presbyterian Church, Allegheny Co., Pa., October, 
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1878 ; remained four years; married, June 26, 1879, Mrs. 
Sarah Elizabeth (Rainey) Castner, born April 15, 1841, at 
Pigeon Creek, Washington Co., Pa. He removed, on 
account of throat disease, to his farm at Thomas, in same 
county, and is there engaged in dairying and fruit-raising. 

Charles Hyde married, September 16, 1840, 
Elizabeth Sweetland, who was bom at Warren, Maine, 
October 18, 1818. He enlisted September 2, 1862, in 
Company C, of the 36th Mass. Volunteers ; was in the 
battle of Fredericksburg; was detailed as blacksmith ; 
was discharged February 2, 1864, on account of disabili- 


ties ; resides in Worcester, Mass.
